A n Allied seaborne assault was made on the German held harbour 
of Zeebrugge io Bd^pum in April. 1918, with the object of render- 
Ids the port unusable by Ibe eoemy as a naval base, 
il.M. Submarine CJ, commanded by lieutenant R, D. Sindford, 
Royal Navy, was given the task of blowing up the mole. It was planned 
that Lieutenant Sandford and bis crew shoold take tbelr submarine 
loaded with high explosives to a safe distance from the mole and there 
abandon her after lighting the fuse, leaving the sobnurine to run on to 
the mole under gyro sleering and then blow op. 

Lieutenant Sandford, however, determined to make «ure of the 
destruction of the mole. He took the submarine right in between the 
piles of the viaduct before lighting the fuse and abandoning her— 
allbouK^ he and hU crew knew very well that if any of them were In 
the water when the submaiioe blew up, they would be kilted outright 
by the force of the explo^on. 

Lieutenant Sandford was re.scued after the incident, writh two gun* 
jdiot wonods. He was awarded the Victoria Cross for bis gallantry. He 
died of typhoid fever sliortly afterwards.

EDITORIAL 

C oncern h being cxprcs«;cd in 
ccriain quaricri regarding the 
Roynl Navy\ apparent lack of the 
‘•little shlps“ so necessary for com¬ 
batting the possible submarine and 
mine menace of an enemy. 

During both the F*irsl World War 
and the Second World War Great 
Britain had to build up a force ol 
motor torpedo boats, motor gunboats, 
motor launches, motor minesweepers 
and so on in order to keep our shores 
and sea lanes clear, but where are these 
ships now? Where arc those fast patrol 
boats? n.M.S. Mornct—home of ‘'the 
little ships**—is no more. 

In the event of hostilities jt would 
seem that, once’again, we should have 
to build up another “small-ship navy 
and to ir.ain the men to man these 
ships. Would we have the lime? 

It IS realised Ih.at it is extremely 
costly to maintain such a force—it is 
realised that each year brings forth 
new developments in both ships and 
In mine and undcr*sea warfare—but 
has Great Urilaln—or even N.A.T.O. 
—the necessary nucleus from w'hich 
to build up a force which would be j 
necessary to deal with a submarine' 
and mine menace of the size even of 
the last war let alone one which would 
be perhaps considerably greater? 

It goes without saving that plans do 
exist in Admiralty and other N.A.T.O. 
powers for the building up of a force 
of men and ships for inshore work, but 
a requirement of our modern Navy 
would seem to be certainly a small 
force, with the neccss;iry base facilities, 
and men. 

A look at a chart of our coasts with 
the sinkings last war marked on it 
shows how great is the necessity of the 
East Patrol Boat Service, Our ship 
designers and btiilders have pr^Mlticed 
some of the fastest and hard-hitting 
boats in the world—let us have some 
at sea and not on the draw'ing-boards.

Agincourt 

S IR,—It was with great interest that 
I read Neptune's Idler in the 
January issue of **Njvy News** regard¬ 
ing the old H.M.S. Agincourt and 
“Non ham pi on Riggers.** 

*rhc Minotaur and .Agincourt w^cre 
together at Porll.ind In 1‘>01. No boys 
were drafted to these ships until they 
had been rated l*>l Cl.iss Boys, 

The Agincourt. as well as being a 
sfepot ship for bo>s. was also a depot 
for Royal Naval Band>mcn. which was 
the forerunner of the present Royal 
Marine Hand, and when I joined hs*r 
as a Signalman (Ship's Ciuiipany) on 
November 33. l*M>5.one Kind Milan wav 
^till in her. I do not remember what 
became of him. 

There was also a third vhip in the 
Seagoing Training Services (sail)- i 
H.M..S. Calliope—generally known as 
the “Hurricane Jumper.’' I 

In 1904 Agincouti was refitted .it 
Portsmouth and again in 1905. On the 
latter i>ccasion ^he was preceded by 
the .Minotaur. On the completion of 
her relit the two ships passed each 
other under way in Spitlicad and It was 
a sight many people will never forget 
seeing—these two old timers passing 
each other under their own steam.

Consequently the delay 
made us mi vs the tide and we ran 
aground on Beach End Bank and 
remained stuck fast for 12 hours, after 
which we prs>ccedcd lo our anchorage 
and let go two anchors.

I left Agincourt on December 12. 
M)05. to commission H.M.S. King

served In the old “Agie’* for just over 
two )ears. I did not know that she had 
become a coal bulk, allhougli I had 
heard it rumoured, until I read yvMir 
article in the December issue of *'Navy 
News.'* 

I served in several other 'ships and 
in 1914 I commissioned H.M.S. 
Invincible at Portsmouth and was for¬ 
tunate enough to l>c one of the si.x 
survivors of that ship when she was 
sunk at the Battle of Jutland on May 
31. 1916. with the loss of 1.025 ofiicers 
and men.--\V. M. PRAIT, cx-Chlef 
Veom.in of .Signals.

Loch Fadu had the 
honour of providing the Naval guard 
of honour and firing party for the 
ceremony of the 20th anniversary of 
the .Siege of Tobruk, to which a large 
party of the Rats of Tobruk had 
journeyed all, the way from Ausir.'ilia 
in R.M.S. Orontes. The ceremony was 
held in Ihe very beautiful British War 
C’emcicry. The guard and firing party 
acquitted themselves most admirably 
in front of a large crowd. On arrival 
at Gibraltar Loch l*ada was once again 
required to provide a large ceremonial 
parly, this time to line Ihe streets in 
honour of the visit of Her Majesty the 
Queen N tot her in the royal yacht 
Britannia. Once ag;un the little frigate 
from the Faeroes and the Persian Gulf 
did all and more than was asked of her. 

When the ship’s company came 
ashore for a short week-end’s leave 
before taking Loch Pada round to 
Chatham to pay off and refit, they 
could well feel satisfied with their 
achievements of the last 18 months. 
They have hud a lot of hard work to 
do. often under by no means pleasant 
conditions, and have always risen to 
the occasion most nobly. They have 
travelled w'idely and by any standards 
seen a lot of the world in these 18 
months, in addition they have had a 
lot of fun and made a great many 
friends wherever they have been. What 
more could a sailor ask of a com* 
mission?

T he Royal Naval surveying ship. 

H.M.S. Owen, retracing the first 
and Iasi stages of Darwin's 1631 
cruise in H.M,S. Fkagic. has arrived 
in South Georgia to begin the work 
of revising Antarctic charts. 

At Gough Island, she picked up her 
medical olTiccr. Sure. Lieut. R. S. 
McKinnon. R.N.. who had spent a 
month ashore lending the needs of 
the lonely islanders at Tristan da 
Cunha. 

The ship landed members of her 
surveying party with British scientists 
to study this "naluralisl's paradise." 

At Elschul. after steaming past ice¬ 
bergs in dense fog. the ship picked up 
other members of her company who 
had been surveying on snore, and 
look on board three extremely rare 
South Georgian teal which are to be 
brought home for the Severn Wild¬ 
fowl Trust. 

At an isolated cove in uncharted 
waters between Ducloz Head and 
South Undine Harbour, the ship said 
farewell to author and explorer Dun¬ 
can Carse. before putting him and his 
supplies .nshorc for his solitary two- 
' year "Robinson Crust>c" existence. 

I Mr. Carse. whose voice will still be 
remembered from when he took part in 
the thrilling exploits of "Dick Barton— 
Special Agent." was on board Owen 
for nearly five months.

Royal Navy helps flood prevention 
by Tidal Survey 

E ngineers engaged cn flood pre¬ 
vention schemo in Che 3V»t 
CuunlO’ have been among the fttM tu 
bcncHl from new information gained 
by the Ro)ial Navy as a result of the 
survey of tidal condiliuns around 
Hie coast of the British Isles started 
two years ago. 

The tncusuring of water heights and 
lime simultaneously is undertaken by 
survey recorders, ratings front the 
R,N, Hydrographic School at Devon- 
port, and the time that can he devoted 
to it is limited by manpower resources 
and the periods during which suitable 
tidal conditions exist. This year they 
will be spending sonic five w'ceks 
bringing up to date and checking in¬ 
formation on a .^0*milc stretch of the 
Devon and Cornwall coast westwards 


from Devon port. ; 

"The results achieved have eslab- j 
lished the necessity for this work to be | 
undertaken." s;iid an oflicer on the 
stair of the Hydrographer of the Navy ’ 
(Rear-Admiral E. G. Irving. O.B.E.) , 
who is responsible for the survey, 

"We are now able to work out com¬ 
pletely reliable levels along the coast¬ 
line already covered and have dis¬ 
covered a number of interesting facts 
concerning conditions, A single 
instance is that the tidal level inside 
the harbour at Exmouth is much 
higher than outside as the water gels i 
'dammed up.* This may have a direct 
bearing on flooding there," |

Sudden death 
of Commander 
Cameron,V.C. 

A t the early age of 45, Cdr. Donald 
Cameron, V.C*., R.N., died in R.N. 
Ilospilal. Haslar, on April 10. He had 
not been in the btsi of health for 
some lime, but was only admitted to 
the hospital a couple of hours before 
he died. 

Cdr. Cameron won his Victoria 
Cross for his “courage, endurance and 
great contempt for danger in the face 
of the enemy" when midget sub¬ 
marines attacked the German battle¬ 
ship Tlrpitz in its protected anchorage 
in Allen Fjord. 

Formerly in the Merchant Service. 
Cdr. Cameron joined the Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve in J939 and was a 
lieutenant in the reserve when the 
attack on the Tirpitz was made. 

Rear-Admiral A. K. Herlct. Flag 
Oniccr Submarines, said, in a Iribuic 
to Cdr. Cameron, that “his death Is a 
great blow to submariners." 

Cdr. Cameron’s body. was eom- 
miUed to the sea off the Nab Tower 
on April 13 after a service at the 
Church of St. Ambrose, in H.M.S. 
Dolphin. His coffin was carried to 
Spitnead in H.M.S. Thule (Lieut. 
A. R. Thompson. R.N.). 


PORTSMOUTH 
AND TODAY 

“POKTSMOLTII is a thousand 
f years old. But for the first seven or 
eight centuries of Its evistenro it 
occupied only a small corner of Port- 
sea Island, round the harbour mouth. 
F^lvcwhere on the small island were 
separate hamlets, lillte independent 
communities like .Milton. Kingston 
and F'rutton which had lillle connec¬ 
tion with Portsmouth %scrc probably 
older. 

“Portsmouth today has gathered in 
these hamlets, and still unsatisfied, has 
taken a leap over Portscrcck. climbed 
to the summit of Portsdown. and 
spread nearly to Porichester in the 
west and to Farlington eastward. 
Much of this enormous growth has 
taken place in the present century.** 

In a most fascinating book. “Ports¬ 
mouth Not So Old. hy Richard 
Esmond (Messrs. Gale A Poldcn. Ltd.. 
Edinburgh * Road. Portsmouth — 

I Os. 6d.). the growth of Portsmouth is 
told. Not a “dry-.as-diist*’ guide book, 
but the growth of a city as * seen 
through the eyes of small hovs. men in 
their prime and those, in the evening 
of their lives. Isioking Kick, recalling 
people, places, life and actions in the 
days not so lung ago but. with 
mi^ernity everywhere, wondering 
whether their memories arc playing 
them false. 

QUIET FIELDS 

To walk across the quiet fields to the 
parish church hardly suggests the now 
closely built-up area that is the modern 
Portsmouth. Yet it did refer to Ports¬ 
mouth not so very long ago. One who 
came to Portsmouth as a young 
woman about 90 years ago used to talk 
about the walk from Portsca to St. 
Mary's. Kingston, in just that way. 

Although most people know of 
Church Path as a dingy shut-in passage 


—YESTERDAY 

between the hacks of houses, it is hard 
lo imagine it as an ancient right-of-way 
across the meadows. 

SOUTIISEA’S RAILWAY 

Richard Esmond, who so obviously 
loves Portsmouth, writes of The Dock¬ 
land Wall. Round about the Guild¬ 
hall. Portsmouth's Petticoat Lane. 
Flulhousc. Soulhsca, the piers, street 
names and people.

ALTMAKK B0ARI>ING 

The display has three main phases: 
Cutlass Drill. Boatswain’s Culls, and 
the Mornpipc. The cullass drill is that 
which was taught to seamen 100 years 
ago and includes demonstrations of 
both the attacking and defensive 
positions. The whole culminates in a 
session of free play where the boys 
engage each other in a mock fight. 
Considerable skill and courage arc re¬ 
quired in this section as the cutlasses 
are real, their weight 2 lb. 6 oz., and 
(he participants wear no protective 
clothing. 

It is of interest to note lhat although 
in many of our minds the cutlass was 
a weapon used by our grandfathers, 
its last recorded use was m the daring 
boarding of the German prison ship 
Aitmark by the men of H.M.S. Kelly 
in I9dl. 

The Boatswain's calls arc being 


performed from a model poop deck 
of a I9th*century ship. This method 
of passing orders at sea has stood 
well the passage of time, and even 
today in this modern electronic age. 
has its place in every ship's routine.. 

After the work, play comes in the 
form of dancing the Hornpipe. The 
singing of sea shanties and dancing 
were the favourite pastime of our 
forebears to help pass the many 
days they spent at sea. The display is 
set to a melody of sea songs and the 
traditional dance depicts many of the 
actions performed daily by the men.

JOBS FOUND 
FOR 86 PER CENT 

L ast year 86 per cent of the ex* 
Regular Service men and women 
who registered with the R^ular 
Forces Employment Association 
(National Association for Employment 
of Regular Sailors. Soldiers, and Air¬ 
men) were placed in civiliao employ¬ 
ment, compared with 81 per cent, in 
1959. 

Civilian jobs were found for 18.411 
of the 21,314 ex-Rcgubr$ who regis¬ 
tered last year. This represents M35 
fewer placinp and 2,750 fewer 
registrations than in 1959. 

'This fall in registrations was largely 
due to the reduction in .Service releases, 
which were very much less in 1960 
than in the previous year." said Air 
Vice-Marshal R. S. Bluckc, general 
manager of the Association. 

Personnel placed from the different 
arms of Ihe ^rviccs during I960 were 
as follows: Royal Navy. 4.677; Royal 
Marines. 390; W.R.N..S.. 16 Army. 
7.587: W.R.A.C. 52; R.A.F.. 5,626; 
W.R.A.F.. 63.
